On Sept. 2nd. I asked st. BribBbois, the agent, for a broom, 
a boiler, wash tub, wash béaré, and a bread box. An indian asked 
hin a few days later for the job of painting the wood+sheé. Brisb is 
cralied teday ane brought a broom ané said that you had not mentioned 
anything about the other articles on ny requisition. He also brought 
a gallon of white paint and part of s two quart can of green paint 
which was left fron painting the villeare school this sunner. He said 
that you had said that I was to paint the wood-shed myself. I doubt 
that very much. In the first place I was hired here as teacher and 
not aS painter. Secondly it puts #8 in a bad light with the indians 
as they will think that I am being paid for it when some of then 
shovlé have the job. Thirdly, there are very few people who work for 
the governrent for nothing. I wovld advise that the work be given 
to one of the indians, four dollars I think shoulé be ample. Regardig 
the articles mentioned they were here when we cane but the bread box 
got so rusty that we had te discard it. The painters stooé on the 
boiler to paint the school two years azo. The wash tub and board just 
Plain wore out. May we not have then replaced ?

While we are at it, may I know why it was that we weee 
not given new pipes for the sehocl last winter. I can show you stove 
pipes we used last winter t! at had holes in then as large as garters 
I asked twice for then bit funds were too low. The insurance 6Gomj any 
weulé not care about such evidence wewe it preserted in case of the 
place being daveged by fire. May I ask alse why the supply of kerosesc 
has beer cut off. Wher I came here in 1030 Mr, Ferrier told me that 
the Dept. supplied laups and oil. Two years aco it was out off. That 
is quite all right providing the payment of lights is curtailed ir 
other schools and residences. But it is still being paid for other 
schools ané teachers. It seens a little unfair.

I shoulé like to know if you have ade any further 
arrangenents rercardines the installation of a furnace in the 
school and resiéence here. 


You will ronenbeor that, at the tine of the visit 
of ir. Thibault in May, we discussed with hin the advisability 
of puttinre a stove in the bnasenent and decided that the fire 
hazard woulé be too creat. I understood then that the natter 
would be taken up at Ottava and that steps would be teken to 
have a furnace installed which wenld teat bot sehool and 
residence. 


A furnace to sunnty the reaquireé¢ num>er of units 
of heat for the cubic footare of this whole building should 
not cost very much. There is a place in the basenent for a 
furneee with snoke and heat pipe holes already arranred. 


If a furneee is not installeé there will »ost 
certainly have to be a stove set in the basenent to warn the 
floors. This would be a waste of tine and noney beacuse there 
will have te be a furnese installed eventually. If the furnace 
is not put in we will have to have new lining for the both 
stoves in the school and for one in the residence. There will 
also be 20 new pipes bought to replace the ones which are now 
too 014 to do furtrer duty. The saving on coal I helieve woulda 
pay for the furnace in a few years. I weuld be willing te rive 
any Isbour I could to help with the installation of the outfit. 
T an always willine te help in any way So as te save on the 
eest of any repairs tere. 
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Last winter we had two stoves fcine in the schocl 
ane two in the resié@ence and then we eoulé not varn the floors. 
There scexs always te be ahout a fort of colé air on the flecrs. 
Every winter we have to clese school a few days owinre to the cold; 
I teach on saturéavs te ~ake up lost time but I do not feel like 
continuing this plan sinee the place could be warned by a furnace. 


When I took charce of this school eicht years arco 
I was assured that,the place being new, it would always be warn. 
Fron our first winter here we have found it te be anything else 
but warn and it cets worse frou year to vear. Ye have a four rnonths 
01d baby this year and she will have to be on the floor for a part 
of each day. I do not see how we can warn the flcors if there is 
no other way of heating the residence than the aethoa now enployed. 


You woulée be deine the pupils, my fanily and me a 
freat favour if vou weuld take this matter up with the proper 


Persons at Ottava and cive ne theér decision in the verv near future.

The reports on visits made in the schools during the 
school year 1945-1944 by our inspector, Dr. Jean Pequin, M.Ves 
show that senitery conditions sere generally good. However, 

the following improvemamts ere necessery.- 
Indian schools 3 pre Hydroseptic letrines should be instelled 
in both schools. 
The interior of both schools should be painted 
white. 
We also beg to mEEBExEZE remind you of the following 
recommendetions: 


Lighting The pupils should be placed in such @ way a6 to 
receive from the left side the greatest quantity 
of light. They should never receive such light 
from in front. 


Closakrooms A seperate ventilated cloekroom should be provided 


in each school and contein s sufficient number of 
coat-hooks. 


Sweemping end wash-

Rev. J. J. Oke, the minister in charge of the Oka Mission, 
pointed out thet there were twenty-three children of school age 
within a radius of three-quarters of a mile of the village, who 
would attend a school at the village, if one were provided. 


In addition to thie there ere four children of sehool age 
living about three and a half miles from the villege who are now 
attending a Roman Catholic School in the country because there 
is no protestant school at Oka. 


Rev. Mr. Oke, who is also a member of the band, has three 
children not included above who are beyond the public school 
erades and desire further education. For this they would heave 
to go away from home. 


There is a Protestant School five miles from Oka which has 
an attendance of about eighteen pupils. Of those attending this 
school the farthest is sbout seven miles from the village. 


If a school with two teachers and taking the higher erades 
could be provided at Oka Village and the school closed in the 
country, two of the Rev. Mr. Oke's older children would thue be 
provided for and two children of other families would attend elso. 


In the event of this arrangement being carried out it would 
be necessary to provide s team to carry the children now attending 
the school in the country to the school at Oka village. 


It was moved by Mr. J. T. Ewart and seconded by Rev. %. G. A. 


Wilson that in view of these facts we strongly recommend the Mission 
Board to take steps to secure a school with two teachere and teach- 
ing the model grades at Oka village. It was unanimously agreed. 


A building for such a school is available but in order to 
have two rooms it would be nece ary to raise the roof four or 
five feet. This building was formerly used as a school. It is 
underetood that the Indian Department would be asked to bear e@ 
considerable part of the expense of such ae school.

MEMORANDUM. 
Mr. scott,— 


With reference to the memorandum which accompanied 
the letter from the Rev. Mr. Arnup, Assistant Secretary 
for Foreien Missions of the Methodist Missionary society, 
regarding school matters on the Oka Reserve I beg to say 
that there are not enough children of school age on this 
reserve te gustify two schools being maintained there, 
The majority of the Indians live in the neighbourhood of 
the Country school and apparently Mr. Oke*s desire for 
the re-opening of the Village school is more in the 
interests of his own children than the rest of the band. 


The Department has done very well by Mr. Oke, 

as it allowed him $200.00 a year for the education of his 
childrer in Cornwall for four years while he was missionary 
on Cornwall Island, Since he has been at Oka he has been 
driving the remainder of his family who are old enough to 
attend school up to the Oountry school, as he has horses 6f 
his own, In fact he told me that, if the Department Would 
undertnke to drive the chiidren to school, he would like 
to do this work. 


As Mrs. Oke is @ qualified teacher, she is 
quite competent to look after the education of her own 
children on any days that they are unable to attend the 
Country schoole 


The Department tried the experiment of collecting 
the children and driving them tc school, but it was found 
to be a failure, and I agree With Mr. GOooke that there is 
no need for another school on this reserve.

In reporting on his recent visit to your 
sohool Mr. Doucet intimates that he stressed the 
practical side of education rather than the strictly 
academic phase. You are probably aware that Mr. 
Doucet has had very wide experience es ean instructor 
both in vocational and ecademic subjects and was, 
prior to his appointment to this Department, an 
instructor at the vocationel school in Regine. 


The Department's eim is to prepare the 
pupils to cope with the exigencies of life as they 
are found in the community in which they reside. 
The school programme, we believe, should begin with 
social settings that surround the community. 
Haucetion is really an affeir of action and not 
simply an effeir of acquiring ready-made responses 
through mechanical repetition. We incline to that 
process of education by means of which meaningful 
experiences prepere for life.

I do 
not want to avoid responsibiiity, but I seriously question 
the advisebility of this office writing to Mr. Wilkinson to 
sey thet his services are no longer required. We appre- 
ciate greatly the courtesy which the Department extends to 
the Church in connection with these Schools, thet is, the 
privilege of nominating teachers, but heving made our nomina- 
tion, I think thet the teacher becomes the responsibility of 
your Department in case you desire to terminate his services. 
I sey this particulerly in view of whet Mr. Phelen hes written 
concerning Mr. Wilkinson's teaching ebilities. Whilst I em 
aware that Mr. Wilkinson hes been active in certain metters, 
these have not came to me in any official way, ami if they hed, 
I am not et ell sure thet Mr. Wilkinson is not fully justified 
in taking some interest in this matter elthough it was settled 
by the Privy Council some years age I em not meking any 
apology for Mr. Wilkinson's lenguage, es reported in the Agent's 
letter, copy of which you heave sent me. The fact is that whilst 
the Privy Council hes given & judgnent, I do not think the case 
of the Oka Indians can be considered sbsolutely concluded. 


However, whet I am writing sbout is to ask whether 
your Depertment hes notified Mr. Wilkinson thet his services 
are no longer required.

It is just possible that a misunderstanding hes 
arisen in respect to this matter. It was not Mr. Phelan's inten- 
tion thet yo. should notify Mr. ilkinson thet his services were 
no longer required. This decision has already been reached by the 
Department and Mr, Wilkinson is being notified to this effect. Mr. 
Phelen wrote to you in response to « sugeestion made by one of the 
officials of the Minister's Office. Mr. ilkinson, it would appear, 
visited Ottawa a week or so ago. I was absent «et that time on holi- 
days. He G@id succeed, however, in interviewing Dector Camsell, and 
in discussing conditions et Oke with the Deputy Minister used very 
abusive and very insulting language. loctor Camsell, who is, as you 
know, & very considerate anc sympathetic man, could not understand 
how such o man had been placed in charge of an Indien Day School. 

In telephoning Mr. Phelan, therefore, the official at the Minister's 
9ffice was actuated, no doubt, b «a desire to secures information 
avout Mr. Wilkinson that would enable Doctor Camsell to understand 
nore fully why he had acted in such an insolent and threatening man- 
ner. 


I have no desire to discuss with you by letter the 
details of this case, nor have I any desire to prevent Mr. Wilkinson 
from interesting himself fully in any problem thet may be engaging the 
attention of the Indians in the midst of whom he is working. I do 
feel, however, that where school teachers encounter these social and 
economic problems on Indian Keserves thet are not directly related to 
their school work, they “ wuld be better sdvised to communicate with

I am reporting on unsanitary conditions existing 
in both Country and Villege Indian chools. In the 
Country School, the outside privies are repulsing and 
the edjoinine lot is used as a dumping ground. In the 
village, the rivies outside are also in a very bad 
condition. I cannot see the reason why these children 
are not eiven modern facilities by adopting for these 
schools inside chemical toilets. And surely cleanliness 
should be strictly in force in these establishments. 


The Law and our Provincial Rules demand that no 


child should be admitted in school if not vaccinated 
against smallpox. Out of 66 pupils only one is vaccinated. 


It is my duty to ask you to see that vaccination will be 
made in a very near future. I will make a control visit 
i eight days, after which the erson in charre of the 

schools shall refuse to edmit any child not vaccinated.

I wish to refer to your letters dated October 
17th and 22nd dealing with repairs needed at the above 
school and in this connection to advise that at my last 
visit at Oka I made a throughout inspection of the buil- 
din 

Mey I say that since the visit of Mr.Doucet other 
jo%sts gave away with the result that not only the floor 
of the girl's and boy's entrance are sagging badly but also 
the floor of the class and that of the teacher's quearters. 


The side beams supporting the joists are all rotten, 
the main beam is broken in the middle and the rought floor 
has rooten. The joits are almost all rotten and the only 
Support to the budlding are the posts which have been put 
from time to time to support the floors. The only thing 
left is the hard wood floor and it is feare@ for the safety 
of the pupils as the floor might give way at any time. 

In view of the condition of this building 1 would 
stronely suggest thst an official of the Branch be sent 
to Oka in order to make the necessary sugrestions.

are very few. 

Mrs, Cleary begins the school to-morrow under 
the impression that she is to receive a salary of #150, 
with which she seems perfectly satisfied.

Mr. Tessier evident- 
ly bears a spite against Nw Cleary on a-count ef the invest- 
gation lately held by wm Inspector Macrae into his dealings 
with her. The poor woman seems to be much exercised over the 
report and is anxic»s to retain her reosition, as she has been 
widow with a family to surporte 

I think the Department would be quite justified in ensing 
her mind by telling her that it has no desire tc dispense with 
her services at present. My reason for making this recommend- 
ation is based on Mr. Inspector Savard's report on this school,
